The culmination of tha campaign in Galicia, from the Teuton side, 
is token hire to have been a practical failure even though they have 
forced the Russians back and have in their poeeee ri on the city which 
has been their main objective. The lack of claims from Vienna and 
Berlin that the Austro-Oerman forces captured any important bodies 
of Slav troops or munitions of war was regarded here to-day as proof 
that Grand Duka Nicholas limply has withdrawn toward Russian 
territory in a brilliant retirement which he made most costly to the 
Austrian and German armies which pursued him.

June 23.—Lemberg has been 
conquered after a very severe battle, 
according to an nflU-ial report received 
from the headquarters of the Austro- 
Hungariaa army. The Galician capital 
fell before the advance of the second 
army. 


Lemberg, * apical of Galicia, was oc¬ 
cupied by the Russians on September 
2. 1914, about one month after the out¬ 
break of hostilities, in the course of 
the early Ruaslun drive against Aus¬ 
tria-Hungary. Consequently It has 
been under Russian control for over 
nine month*. 

For ths last twenty days, since the 
Austro-Ocrmsns entered Permyal. it 
has been the objective of a series of 
fierce snd concentrslej attacks on the 
part of the Teutonic allies.
